Thero is now a g org e of ice in Rock 
Riv er at Grand Detour quite as wonder­ 
ful as that at Sterling , thoug h no damag e 
has resulted by the former up to the pres­ 
ent time. The old ice did not mov e out 
of the riv er in that part of the bend at 
Grand Detour from White Rock nearly 
down to the lower ferry . The ice which 
came down from abov e that point during 
the flood passed ov er the low lands and 
did not disturb that at and below White 
Rock. After the water in the riv er re­ 
ceded the slush ice came down ag ainst 
the solid field abov e described and formed 
a g org e at White Rock which now ex - 
tends nine or ten miles up the tiv er, and 
forms a dam which causes a rise in the 
riv er of sev en or eig ht feet abov e what it 
would be were there no g org e. This dam 
has made a reserv oir, which should the ice 
g iv e way suddenly , (with an ex tra supply 
of water as that which fell from the 
clouds lost nig ht) would cause such a 
flood as bos nev er before beta known in 
Rock Riv er, and people residing on the 
banks of that stream should be on "their 
g uard for this threatening dang er. It 
would be hard to calculate just what 
mig ht be the effect of such a sudden flood 
striking the g org e at Sterling . Certainly 
should the ice not g iv e way , the damag e 
would be v ery g reat nt that place. It is 
not unreasonable to suppose that when 
the g org e abov e breaks that tho water 
will come down the riv er with the force 
of a tidal wav e.____________

world” in Sweden. Tli o 
jJ office of the 
association is at Stockholm .. T’to president is 
Count Alfred Pipen, and the roy al family 
take great interest in the races, which usually 
are held in winter on the toe. The circular 
track of one English mile is inclosed, and an 
admission fee is charged. The crowds are 
alway s large and enthusiastic, although 
there is no public betting as there is hi this 
country —in fast, there is not a single active 
bookmaker in all Sweden.

T H E SENATE AGREES TO CHARTER 
HIS SHIP RAILWAY,

W ashington Cit y , Feb . IS.—A ronolu Uon 
for the Massachu setts legislatu re advocating 
the b u ilding of an efficient navy, and a peti­ 
tion from Iowa for an international b oard of 
arb itration vvoro presented the senate 1 hors- 
day. 
Rills were introdu ced for the extirpa­ 
tion of cattle diseases and for the relief of 
John Roach's assignees; also to cr. ate a na­ 
val reserve. 
A petition from K ansas asking 
tho passage of the dependent pensions b ill 
over the president’s veto was road. 
1 he sen­ 
ate then resu med consideration of Halt s na­ 
val increase b ill, and it was pass i i— yeas, 4f» ; 
nays, 7 , 
It appropriates fid ,400,000 to b u ild 
harb or defense vessels, fcorix*lo-b oats and 
l :ght-draft gu nb oats, and to su pply arma­ 
ment and torpedoes, and sproa is tho appro 
prptiou over live years. Thirty-two hou se 
b ills were then passed. The b ills relate to mat­ 
ters of no general importance. The Eads' ship 
railway b ill then came u p and Vest offered 
a su b stitu te 
which 
incorporates 
Capt 
Eads 
and eighty 
others 
as 
tho 
At­ 
lantic & Pacific Ship Railway company, and 
permits them to issu e stock not to exceed 
$100,000,000. 
The charter is voided if 10 nor 
cent, of the stock is not su b scrib ed and a 
meeting of the stockholders held in New \ ork 
or Washington to elect directors inside of 
two years. 
This su b stitu te was amended so 
as to provide certain restrictions on the issu e 
of stock, etc., and then passed—yens, 4« ; 
nays, 7—Edmu nds, Jones of Arkansas, Mor­ 
rill, Platt, Vance, Van Wyck and Wilson of 
Iowa. 
The b ill to incorporate the Maritime 
Canal company of Nicaragu a, was then 
taken u p, b u t went over as u nfinished b u si­ 
ness, and the senate adjou rned. 
The hou se refu sed to pass the Texas seed 
b ill over the president’s veto, the vote on the 
q u estion, “ Hhall tho b ill pass, the president’s 
ob jections to the contrary notwithstanding V 
b eing—yeu s, S3; nays, 100. 
The conference 
report on the anti-Mormon b ill was agreed 
to, Bonnott, of North Carolina, sjioaking vig­ 
orou sly against tho provision allowing the 
wifo to testify against the hu sb and, b ecau se 
if she refu sed, the b ill permitted that refu sal 
to work to the inju ry of tho defendant. 
Tho 
vote on agreement was—yeas 202; nays, 40. In 
committee of the wholo the hou se took u p the 
consu lar and diplomatic b ill, and Belmont 
offered a su b stitu te for so mu ch of tho b ill as 
had not b een agreed to. Tho su b stitu te cu ts 
off the proposed increase of salaries, and it 
was adopted, and the b ill, as amended, passed. 
The su ndry civil appropriation b ill, with the 
senate amendments, was reported b y Ran­ 
dall and non-concu rrence in nearly all the 
amendments recommended. The Repu b licans 
asked that tho amendments b e read, when 
the point of no q u oru m was raised and the

London . Feb, 18.—In the Uoiho o f co m­ 
mo ns Thursday night Dillwyn, Liberal mem­ 
ber fo r Swansea, mo v ed to adjo urn the de­ 
bate o n the address fo r the purpo .« o f dis­ 
cussing the irregularities o f the trial o f 
Messrs. Dillo n, Mealy and ethers at Dublin. 
The speaker declined to put the mo tio n, be­ 
cause, ho said, a mo tio n resecting the pack­ 
ing o f juries in Ireland had already been 
placed upo n the o rder bo o k o f tho ho use. 
William Henry Smith mo v ed that the dis­ 
cussio n o f tha rules o f pro cedure take prece­ 
dence o f o rders o f the day. 
Parnell asked fo r time in which to discuss 
his pro po sal to admit leaseho lders to tho ben­ 
efits o f the land act o f 1881, and mo v ed that 
the rule3 o f pro cedure be no t co nsidered until 
after tho go v ernment disclo ses the nature o f 
its pro po sed legislatio n fo r Ireland.

The nativ es begin their cele­ 
bratio n o n the 8th and keep it up till tho 
24th, when they hav e to quit so a« to be 
ready to begin the Christmas festiv ities o n 
the 25th.

Tho celebratio n o r “ fiesta,” as it Is called,, 
co nsists o f: 1. Religio us ceremo nies co n­ 
ducted daily in tho celebrated o ld church 
kno wn to bo o v er 840 years o ld.

Gambling, and lastly, drinking plenty o f 
pulque, mescal and tequile and hav ing a 
go o d time generally. 
Than the bull fights no thing co uld be 
mo re brutal o r disgusting. 
Take a do g 
fight, a co ck fight o r a fight between two 
men, and yo u kno w that they are but fo llo w­ 
ing o ut the instincts o f nature, and if either 
co ntestant gets eno ugh ho can sho w the 
white feather and generally get away. 
The 
bull fight is different; the po o r brute is 
go aded and sco red befo re he i3 turned into 
the ring; there he is again go aded and 
speared and finally killed. 
He stands no 
mo re sho w than a mo use in a bo x with a cat. 


AN INVETERATE GAMBLER. 
Sunday I went o v er to see life o n tho 
plaza. 
The nativ e Mexican is an inv eterate 
gambler. 
He will risk almo st anything o n 
the turn o f a die. The plaza, a square in the 
center o f the v illage, was turned into an ex­ 
tensiv e gambling establishment, and the 
games were numero us, and tho se run by 
Mexicans depended entirely o n chance.

that experience. 
Ano ther game v ery p o p u lar, esp ecially 
with tho ladies, i3 a kind o f an o dd o r ev en 
affair. 
There is a fu n n el shap ed co n triv an ce 
with the bo tto m slo p in g 
to the cen ter; in the 
cen ter are sev eral sto p s were a sin gle marble 
can dro p in an d a gen eral recep tacle to ho ld 
them all. 
A han dfu l o f marbles is thro wn 
an d tho gambler bets whether an o dd o r ev en 
number will dro p in the gen eral 
receptacle. 
Tho game mo st n u mero u s, 
ho wev er, and 
which seemed to draw the largest cro wds, 
esp ecially o f the American p o p u latio n , amo n g

DEALER AND DICE. 
The dealer sliakes the bo x and thro ws the 
dice o n tho table still co v ered by the bo x. 
The excursio nist puts his mo ney, say o n the 
card marked three. 
The bo x is lifted; if 
there is a three up the dealer pays ev en; if 
there are a pair o f threes up he pays two fo r 
o ne. 
If there are three threes up he pays 
three fo r o ne. 
It is apparently a square 
game, and the o nlo o ker who is interested 
may spend a handful o f “ clackers” befo re 
he disco v ers there are sev eral per cent., if 
no t mo re, in fav o r o f tho dealer. 
There are sev eral o ther games o f less im 
po rtance, amo ng which I no ted a mo difica­ 
tio n o f the wheel o f fo rtune. 
In this, ho w­ 
ev er, ev ery turn drew a prize. A “ clacker” 
purchased the right to turn the wheel, and 
wherev er tho arro w sto pped it wo uld po int 
to an article o f so me v alue, ranging fro m 
two hairpins to a cheap co tto n handkerchief.

I In reg ard (o thi.s tree Mr. Lovett, i>ro- 
prietur of ll» e inir.sery where the burr 
shown lathe cut was g rown, says: “The 
tree seems to be a g ood and thrifty g rower 
and nic« *ly titled for a place on the lawn, 
as it branelies out low and forms a close 
compact head. 
It should he uuilerstood, 
however, that the Japan clu stmit vjii ies 
as much in size of tree and nut and in 
bearing q uality as our native sweet chest­ 
nut or the Eng lish walnut.” 
Alnrnt the fruit of this tree Mr. Love tt 
very frankly says tliat it i.s neither as 
lirittle, tender nor sweet n.s our nativi* 
chestnut. 
But since, when ruasted, it 
compares favorably in q uality witli the 
.Spanish eliestnut so larg ely sold in cities, 
he has no doubt but tliut the Japan 
che.stniit crop, if pnMluced in this country, 
w’ouUl lind ready sale for tlie purposes of 
the now imported B¡janish nut and prove 
prolitable to I lie producer. 
The g reat advantag e the Japan clicst- 
iiut has over other foreig n varieties of the 
chestnut family seems to be its more 
(hvariish habit of g rowth, remarkably 
early fruiting , its apparent bnrdiness, 
which BO far appears to bo eq ual to our 
native chestntits.

In consideration of this fact a 
Michig an sheen breeder, at the late meet­ 
ing of the Amerieun Merino Sheep Reg is­ 
ter association, advises: Fir.st, the com­ 
mon breeder of the native rang er—raising 
sheep for the market—couple his flock <_»f 
coarse w'ool cwves with a g otxl selection of 
thoroug hbred merino rams, and thereby 
increase the weig ht and Improve the q ual­ 
ity of fleece without decreasing the w'eig ht 
of the carcass. 
In crossing the breeder further advises 
that no one bo led by any false notions of 
economy to use anything but a thoroug h­ 
bred sire on the flock. 
In case one owns 
the common natives of the country, the 
use of a w ell bred sire is all the more im- 
I>ortant, for now'here else will the evi­ 
dence of his power to transmit his charac­ 
teristics be .seen than on common stock. 
The experiment of crossing coarse w'ool 
rams on flue wool ew'es produces disas­ 
trous failures, the result being , so far as 
the w'ork is concerned, a g rade not desir­ 
able, owing to its variety. 
The result is 
g enerally a lig ht, dry, toug h W'ool to cut, 
and freq uently a surface on the sheep of 
little fine wTinkles, over which it is diffi­ 
cult to shear. 
In considering the subject of public 
shearing matches, and the infatuation for 
producing a heavy fleece without due re­ 
g ard to q uality, this Michig an g rower be­ 
lieved that the ambition to produce heavy 
fleece cannot reoeive too much encourag e­ 
ment, provided the standard of excellence

cider with it, and nearly two barrels 
of vineg ar can lie made of one of 
cider.

hung hole open, hut protect it from flies 
by a coviriiig of wire screen or g auze. 
Put into each barrel one or two i)ounds of 
bread doug h, in the condition it is in when 
your w ife is kneading it out into loaves.

hav'o g iven their finest fancies and inspira­ 
tions to lioiior this bird, which, after all, i: 
tho most cruel of all feathered robl)ei*s. 
Sometimes ho is no daintier than tho buz­ 
zard, and will g org e himself with tho vile.st 
carrion. 
As to his cruelty, ho takes special 
delig ht in attacking some of tho most harm­ 
less and innocent animals. 
lie wall ])ick out 
tlio eyes of lambs, apparently more as a tor­ 
ture than for foiKl. 
I have never heard of a 
case in Indiana where man, woman or child 
was attacked by an eag le. 
In my own 
neig hborhood, in Vermilion county, I have 
known an eag le to tear out tho eyes of a 
dozen lambs, frig htening tho ew'cs and keep­ 
ing them at a distance by flapping their 
wing s. 
NOT COWARDLY, BUT W'ARY. 
“I never knew an eag le to attack an ani­ 
mal that %vas capable of resistance. 
Not 
that I mean to say he is cowardly, but he is 
wary. 
The eag le, as commonly known, is a 
solitary, melancholy bird. 
Ho is usually 
soon alone in his flig hts, soaring at a g reat 
heig ht, because his eye is capable of measur­ 
ing g roat distances. 
Their nests ore built of 
coarse sticks or brush, not w'ell put tog ether, 
on tho top of an inacceffiiblo rock or sonio 
tall monarch of the forest. It is commonly 
believed that the occupation of such a tree 
for tho nest of on eag le causes its death; 
hence, in story and in pictures the eag le nest 
tree is always shown os a dead troo. 
It is not 
true that the eag le’s occupancy kills tho tree, 
but he chooses a dead or leafless tree for tho 
pui’pos« » of observation. 
Besides, the eg g s 
in the nest may have enemies—not merely 
animals, but birds, like jays and crowsL 
“ I have little doubt that persons occasion­ 
ally see eag les and miftfike them for other 
birds, the eag le being to rare. Pevhai» , 
however, many of our oldest inhabitanti 
have not seen more than one or two in 
a life- 
tima. 
It seems that 
eagle, like the wild 
red num, 
requires a large hunting grouiul. 
By a sort <rf arran^ment a territory of five 
or ten miks tquara li assigned to a pair of 
eagles, ttkough they do not sail in company. 
TTiey always keep tba same territory and the 
same nesting {dace.

an i their houses aro almost bare of furni- 
tui V. 
Many of thctni houses aro unilooreil, 
and have not even a table or chair. 
The 
women sit on rug s of nativo linen spread 
flat on tho fioor, and their children aro al­ 
lowed to run entirely naked or with one 
looso g arment ivaching from the r!!o “dci*s 
to tho hips. 
It is no wonder that, under tho circum- 
stance.s, g i’eat numbers of tho islanders emi­ 
g rate. 
Thousands have g one' to the Sand­ 
wich Islands and to America, whero the 
g reat majority settlo in California, and 
more aro g oing every year. 
The I’oitu- 
g uese laws reg ulating emig ration arc very 
Btrict, and no j'oung man over IS years of 
ag o is allowed to g o aw'ay unless ho hun 
served in tho army, stood a draft, or will 
furnish bonds in $ 300 to come bac!: and 
servo if drafted. 
TI)c.so laws are freMpicntly 
evaded, mid tho business of talcing off ‘-con­ 
traband” passeng ers by American whalers 
and othi'r vesstds is as common as siiiug g ling .

It is not to be wondered at that these poor, 
ig norant people, w'ho live on or by tho 
all their lives, are imbued with q ueer notions 
and superstitions concerning it. 
They do 
not acknowledg e this readily, are rather 
ashamed of it, indeed, and it takes time and 
familiarity to bring these supei'stitions to 
lig ht. 
They appear to endow tho sea with 
sentient power, with an intellig ent and g en 
orally malig nant will. 
It is ever ready to 
undo human labor and destroy human hope. 
Before very roug h weather there occasion­ 
ally comes n strang e calm, a hush like to 
nothing save tho holding of a breath before 
a furious outburet of rag e. 
It has a weird 
effect, coming , a s it often does, at nig htfall. 
After this a dull, wailing , muffled sound 
creeps out of tho darkness—a sound as of 
lamentation and entreaty heard from afar. 
“Tho sea is calling ,” they say hei-e; and 
when this happens thefishcmca expect a g ale 
before morning . 
When tho sea has g ot hold 
of its prey anti there is a house or liouses 
desolate in tho villag e, they hold that it 
mourns, making q uite a different sound to 
any other time. 
About funerals there are odd observances 
and ideas. 
It is unlucky either to meet or 
to cross a funeral train. 
Thero are g irls in 
tho villag e who are a sort of professional 
mourners (thoug h unpaid) for children and 
young women who die unmarried.

are dressed in black, with white hoods, and 
shawls of white spun silk on their shouldei-s. 
Six of these mourners is the mystic number, 
and whenever on© is married another is 
selected to fill her place.
